Sparks from Fr. Mark 

First of all, I wanted to thank all of you for your prayers 
this past weekend as I took the weekend off to clear, not 
only my heart, but my mind as well. It gave me the 
opportunity to rest, pray, read and to simply sit in the sun 
for a while; and as God said in the story of creation, “and it 
was very good”! 

I wanted to give you an update on my heart, as I met with 
my cardiologist this past week. I have been having pain on 
some of my runs, as well as experiencing fatigue lately. At 
this point, I am trying drug therapy for the next month or 
so to see if this helps with the angina and fatigue. One of 
the drugs, which I had already started at the end of May, is 
supposed to help raise the “HDL”, the good cholesterol, 
which I understand scrubs the “LDL”, the bad cholesterol, 
away from the artery walls. So far my HDL has jumped up 
10 points. 

So like Job, I am going to be patience in this journey with 
my heart. I am going to be open to these new drugs; 
continue to be faithful to my exercises, my vegan / whole 
foods diet, try to rest more by being faithful to my day off, 
and most importantly I’m going to surrender my heart 
again to Christ and let him lead me “to the other side”, 
(Mark 4:35) whatever that might be or mean for me in this 
spiritual journey. I am laying my heart at the feet of Jesus 
again.
